Representative White. Republican, of Maine, who I* in charge of 
radio legislation, ha* announced that he ha* already drafted a resolu- 
tion providing th it until otherwise provided by law NO I. It F.NSF.S 
OTIIFR TH AN RF.NKW Vl.S OF F.X1STINC LICENSES shall be is- 
sued ft / radio broadcasting station* and that he intend* to introduce 
thi* early in the present session of congress. 

The pas. age of thi* measure now would mean n^hing les* than 
the shutting out of labor and progressive movement* fram the use of 
tlie radio with the single exception of the Chicago F»d r%!ion of l abor, 
until the impending monopoly of the air is perfected and legally in- 
trenched. 

That the labor and progressive elements are actually facing the 
closing of the radio to them as an instrument of enlightenment — th.it 
one of the greatest and mo>t effective weapons of propaganda is about 
•t» fall into the almost exclusive u>e of the capitalist class appear* 
from the following facts; 

There are only atf wa*e length* — SO channels of the ether suitable 
to broadcasting. 

Kvperts are of the opinion that there should not be more than two 
."00 watt stations to each wave length, and that these two .should Ik- at 
least 2.000 mile* ap.irt. According to this calculation, there ought not to 
be more than 17* broadcasting stations operating in this country. 
There are now licensed and operating: 

With thi* situation before them, the interest* seeking to ronfol 
the air e*pect to encounter easy sledding in obtaining legislation that 
will shut out the workers and all who oppose the existing industrial 
system from the Use of the air.

Hall owners were threatened w;th 
cancellation of license* last February 

< when Mayor Nichols denied Bimha 
the right to sm*ak on the eve of his 
trial. 



Syndicalism Law 

In Supreme Court 

The criminal syndicalism law^ of 
California was challenginl in the t'ntt- 
e«l States Supreme Court ^ for the 
second time thi* year on Novemb>r 
21, when R. W. Henderson, at- 
torney of Baker*field. Cal.. argue.! 
the appeal of William Burns, an I. 
W.W. The first Supreme Court chal- 
lenge of the constitutionality of the 
criminal syndicalism law was heard 
last March when the conviction of 
Charlotte Anita Whitriev. California 
civic nnd suffrage leader, was ap- 
pealed by Walter Pollak of New York. 

Burns was arrested while working 
in a lumber camp in Yosemite Na- 
tional Park on April in. I0i'5. when 
an I. W. W. memhorshin card wis 
found in his lo*t wallet. He whs -en- 
fenced under the criminal syndicalism 
law to 10 months in prison hy Fed- 
eral Judge Partridge of San Fran- 
cisco in November l'.»2l. He spent 
five month* in Leavenworth peniten- 
tiary before being relca*'«| under 
bail perilling ap|»cal to the 
Suprcm'e Court. i 



th« "aggressive campaign of violence 
now being conducted by the police." 
The affidavits of the striking box 
maker* state that they have been 
beaten with eluba and fists and that 
children have been chased from the 
street by a policeman brandishing a 
revolver. One striker charges that 
three front teeth were knocked out 
by a blow from a policeman. A girl 
swears that she was badly bruised 
when a policeman struck her with a 
chair. Two men alleged that thev 
were arrested and fined on trumped- 
up charges. Other girls testify that 
they were clubbed or threatened with 
bodily injury for walking in the strike 
area or for harmless acta against 
which the police arbitrarily objected. 

Th*» 3,000 strikers, now picketing 
for nine weeks, maintain that police 
have been riding on miinufactur^rs' 
trucks, issuing arbitrary picketing 
rule*, and aiding strike breakers, ac- 
cording to Fred Caiola, strike man- 
ager. Over 300 strikers have been 
arrested on charges of "disorderly 
conduct" for attempting to picket 
Greene, Houston and Prince Street.*, 
where the largest of the 100 shop* 
involved are situated. Manv of them 
have been fined from $5 to |25.

Australia 

Giving evidence before an Austra- 
lian commission, several medical men 
testified that there ha^ been a general 
improvement in the health of the 
worker* in New South Wales since 
the Labor government in that state 
introduced the 44-hour week. Ex- 
perts from various industries admit- 
ted that generally there had been no 
reduction in output because of the 
reduction of Working hours from 4f 
to 41. 

The Melbourne Trade* Hall council 
will convene an AH- Australian Trade 
I'nion congress at Melbourne ear'y 
m.'\t year. The Labor councils 
throughout Australia have given their 
i-uppej-t to the congress. The con- 
gress will lay down the industrial 
ami political policy of the trade union 
movement.

Board Awards 
Raise In Wages 

NEW YORK -The first decihion 
made by the board of arbitration 
operating under the new Watson- 
Parker railroad bill, given out 
last week, awarded HV.OOO con- 
ductor* and trainmen on eastern 
railroads an increase of 7** 
per cent in wages, or approximately 
$ir»,000,000 a year. 

The employes had asked approxi- 
mately fiftv roads for wage increases 
of l«» p#»r cent, or $:tH.(»00.(MM) a vear. 
amounting to a rise of about $1 a 
day. The advance averages about 42 
cents a day per employe. 

The report settle* a dispute of a 
year's standing between the union 
and the roads. The increase is effect- 
ive as of Dec. 1. 

Board Vote Is 4 to 2. 

The award was made by a vote of 
4 to 2 of the board. Edgar E. Clark 
former chairman of the I. C. C, and 
William D. Baldwin of the Otis Ele- 
vator company, representing the pub- 
lic on the board, voted with the rail- 
road union members, E. P. Curtis, 
general secretary, Order of Railway 
Conductors, and Daniel L. Ce»-e. 
editor of the Railway Trainmen. Dis- 
senting votes wer«« cast by the rail- 
road representatives, Robert V. M:««- 
sey, assistant vice president of the 
Pennsylvania railroad, and Wil'.fn 
A. Baldwin, vice president of the Erie 
railroad. 




Police Brutally 

Beat Up Strikers 

Mayor Jumes J. Walker of ' New 
York City wa* urged on December 
1st to investigate police brutalities 
practiced on striking paper box 
makers, when a delegation from the 
American Civil Liberties Union sub- 
mitted to him affidavits signed by 
strikers. The delegation consisted of 
Henry T. Hunt, former mayor of Cin- 
cinnati, the Rev. J. Howard Melish of 
Trinitv Church, Brooklyn, and Rose 
Schneiderman of the Womaps Trade 
Union League. 

The delegates declared that they ( 
were not concerned with the issue of 
tht itrikt.

Austria

Attempts were made 
shortly after that tune to organize 
the unions by industrial districts, but ' 
it was t'oumi that they were not yet 
ready for the change. Since then 
industrial evolution has so chunked 
vo.nlUiotjs in Austria that the trade 
union now finds* itself nigh help- 
less in the face of the .strong in- 
d us trial organization of the employ- 
ers. It is likely under these circum- 
stances industrial unionism will make 
rapid headway in Austria. Austria 
has the largest per cent organization 
*»f labor in the world over '.»<) per 
.ent. Its labor is solidly Sociali-t. 
The time seems ripe for the industrial 
union in Au.-tria. 

Poland ' 

Latest developments in Pidand show 
that PiUudski. whom^the trade unions 
and Socialist Party helped into power, 
because they had to choose between 
hirn i;nd the Fuscisti, has gone over , 

lefiniteiy to the monarchists, feudal 
aiistocrats and big bankers. In the 
meantime tht- Fascisti ha\'; 'strengthen- 
ed themselves by obtaining the hack- 
ing of the Catholic Church of Poland.

Issues Before Congress 

j To what extent the ownership of 
the basic means of life has become 
an issue in individualistic Am- ricu is 
indicated by the impending lending 
issues before Congress this winter. 
Outside of the wet and dry fiirht. 
which will be always with us until it 
is settled right, the impending turn- 
over of Muscle Shoals to a big private 
corporation is mentioned in the press 
dispatches «s one of the leading is- 
sue* in the short session of Congress 
this winter. 

The next issue in importance men- 
tioned is the coal, issue. This i* re- 
lated closely not only to the question 
of close public control, but vitallv to 

• the das* struggle. One of the sinister 
no*sibitities in connection with thi* 
issue is the possibility that a provi*ion 
will be incorporated in the proposed 
legislation controlling coal' pr»/duc- 
tion, which will prohibit strikes in 

! this industry! This would be a real 
st< n toward Fascism, in America. 

Another issue singled out for its 
importance is the radio issue. A bill 
impends that would prohibit the 
licensing of any m*»re broadcasting 
station* until control of the air is 
thoroughly "reguluted" bv law. Here 
i* the paramount issue of control or 
ownership uith a vengance. I'n- 
•"ubtedly the .*tep proposal i* the 
first "legal" sten toward »h« thorough 
orivate monopolization of the air ..tid 
the caoture of this rve»»u«* "f nublic 
•duration by the capitalist cla*«. 

Another important issue mentioned 
is the issue of the di.*po«al of whit 
remains of the ships built by the 
t'nited Suite* government during the 
"••tr and still belonging to the peonle 
•f thi< country. The admini-.tration 
is trying to turn these shfps over to 
orivate corporation* with undignif'ed 
haste and at scandalou* nric*. This 
i nothing !«•«'« thfon crmir.al in view 
of the fact tha» ther^ r* a shinning 
.•on'hine that ertal-!i»be« almo-t pro- 
iiibitive price*, and a go«M| merchant 
n. uine own, d and o|h ratitl bv the 
government «.f the l*fitte»| Slate- 
w» uld eff»-cti\e|y brir.g down nrie-; 
«nd prevent this exploitation of the 
rwop!«-.

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How The World War Undermined American Liberty 



By Forrest R. Black 
War Propaganda 

The paralysis of constitutional 
government in war-time is often 
facilitated by propaganda organiza- 
tion* which are created generally for 
selfish purposes and which attain 
their objective* thru the capitaliza- 
tion of popular prejudice. This is an 
age of propaganda. Organized minor- 
ities highly subsidized, take advan- 
tage of our admirably developed sys- 
tems of communication, and exer- 
cise an influence out of all proportion 
to their importam-c. 

National Security League 

One of the most powerful propa- 
ganda organizations that was instru- 
mental in bringing America into the 
World War was the National Security 
League. After a thorough investiga- 
tion, a Special Committee of the 
House of Representatives presented 
to the public on March 'A, 1917. a very 
unsavory report of this organization. 
The Committee was unanimous in the 
belief that the National Security 
League had violated the Corrupt 
Practices Act. Elihu Root and Alton 
B. Parker had been made officer*, so 
as to conceal the real purposes and 
give the appearance of a non- partisan 
protective association interested only 
in the preservation of American secu- 
rity and independence. Its real pur- 
pose* was to fight to the death e.i<-h 
and every candidate who had the 
tt-meritv to he opposed to the inter- 
est*. The Report has something to 
say on this point: "If the curtain.-, 
were only pulled back, the hand of 
Rockefeller, of Vanderhilt, of Morgan, 
of Remington, of Du Pont ami of 
Guggenheim would he seen, suggest- 
ing steel, oil. money bags. Russian 
bonds, Rifles, power and railroad*." 



Creel and Hit Committee 

War having bcrn declared, the next 
step is for the government itself to 

jset up a propaganda organization. In 
order to be certain that there shall 
be a conscription of minds, ("The 
Committee on Public Information") 
the "Creel Psychological laboratory 
fur the Preparation of War Truth" 
h created. As an anonymous English 
writer has pointed out, Creel and his 
associates were master pragmatists. 

Trey were firm believers in the dogma 
that "truth is what works," that is to 
say. truth is what helps win the war. 
"They produce out of the same raw 
material the separate truths, which 

] war requires for the home consumer, 

{the Ally, the neutral and the enemy. 

; It becomes merely a question of pre- 

! taring and applying the requisite al- 

j We are prone to believe what we 

! wish were true. In times of excite- 
nunt. this, tendency of the mind is 
conspicuously active. Scarcely noth- 
ing is too great a strain upon the 
credulity of the community. It has 
been truly said that "war hath no fury 
like the non-combatant." The emo- 
tinnal irrational contagion of the 
crowd in war-time is a terrible thing 
to contemplate. Many citizens, who 
at other times arc dignified, gentle- 
mannered and substantial members of 
the community, completely lose their 
individuality and for th«* time being 

; become "herd men." Inflamed by 
an all-consuming hatred, they are 

• eager to accept every myth and ex- 
aggerate every atrocity. Under these 
condition*, the pres.-*, altho pretend- 
ing to express public opinion, in real- 
ity, creates and controls it. 

The War-Crazed Pre** 

If anyone believes this to be an 
exaggerated picture of the war psy- 
chology that was rampant in Anier- 



, lea during and for several years after 
'our participation in the World War. 
he can quickly be convinced and 
shocked by a reference to the record 
of those days. No one can realize 
how near we approximated the Rus- 
sia of the Czars, unless he read the 
mass of authenticated evidence now 
in the files of the American Civil 
Liberties Union in New York. Mob 
violence was rampant. In many com- 
munities, vigilance committees and 
"night riders" had almost supplanted 
the judiciary. Defenceless men and 
women were visited by gangs of "law 
and order" patriots; they were beaten 
and abused because it was believe*! 
that they had not bought a sufficient 
amount of Liberty bonds. The "right 
of castle" was destroyed. Officious 
! intermeddler* sallied forth- with 
{blanket warrants or without war- 
} rants, bent on "fishing •expedition** 
t fur evidence of sedition. 

War Paychosia 
! One very widespread effect of the 
. war psychosis was the formation of 
'. divers ' self-appointed associations 
that busied themselves, with the self - 
; imposed duty of acting as civilian 
auxiliaries to the Department of Jus- 
'tice. It was the fond hope of these 
i patrioteer organizations that they 
would he able to make all people 
think alike in war time. This great 
desideratum was to be achieved thru 
the creation of an intricate and all- 
pervading system of suner-eensorshio. 
, In the consummation of this high pur- 
pose, what did it matter if the safe- 
guards of the citizen under the Con- 
stitution and if his right.* under the 
laws were denied him? -Why shouM 
there be any government bv public 
discussion? Whv any consideration 
of war aim*? Was it not enough 
to know that America was champion- 
ing the -cause of democracy every- 
where and that with a lavish hand 
she had placed her sacrifi*-* of wealth 



I and the Uvea of her sons upon the al 
| tar of freedom? After all, was it not 
reasonable to suppose that these so- 
I called defenders of constitutional 
: rights were defeatists and enemy 
| sympathizer*? Why should anyone 
j defend the constitutional right of 
j free speech to any political heretic 
; unless he himself was heretical and 
' shared the same opinion? 

American Defense fociety 
One of the outstanding exponents 
. of this philosophy was the American 
Defense Society. This unofficial or- 
■ ganization took elaborate steps to set 
up vigilance committees in every city 
' and hamlet. It undertook the am- 
j bitioua program of card -cataloging 
; the nation. Every citizen was to be 
classified by this omniscient society 
\ as either loyal, disloyal, doubtful or 
; unknown. It petitioned Mayor Hylan • 
j to stop the teaching of German in the ! 

public schools of New York City. It , 
I succeeded in stopping German opera ! 
, in the city of New York. It cir- I 
j culated its petitions among the em- 1 
ployes of the public service com mis- j 
sion in New York with an imp'ied ! 
threat back of the request to sign it. j 
The press of the war and post-war 
period abounds with stories of the ! 
formation of new patrioteer organi- 1 
zation*. In the far west we hear of ■ 
the "Knights of Liberty" choosing 
the shibboleth — for better or for worse : 
— "If the court* and legal machinery , 
cannot suppress dangerous pro-Ger- 
manism, there are other forces that , 
can ami will." Then from the same 
part of the country, there is the 
"Loyal Legion of Loggers and Lum- 
bermen." authorized bv th« v Secretary , 
of War to fight the I.W.W. in Mil- . 
waukee there is formed the "Loyalty < 
Legion." In Brooklyn an nrganiza- j 
tion of boys known as "The Anti- ' 
Yellow Dog League" served as an un- ; 
official auxiliary of the Department ; 
of Justice. In Cleveland "The Yellow 



Dog Clubbers Club** is launched. Its 
cardinal commandment 13 "Thou shalt 
not wag thine own tongue in abuse of 
thy government, neither shalt thou 
sit idly by and hearken to such abuse." 
Other patrioteer organizations playing 
a role in this saturnalia of censorship 
bear such highsounding titles as "The 
Terrible Threateners"; "The Sedition 
Slammers": "The American Anti- 
Anarchy Association"; "The Home 
Guards*; "The American Rights 
league"; "The Travelling Salesmen* 
Liberty League"; "The All-Allied 
Anti-German League"; "The Anti- 
Sedition League"; formed by Gov. 
Lowden in Illinois; "The Minute Men 
of American"; "The United Amer- 
icans"; "The Better America Federa- 
tion" and "The Constitutional De- 
fense League." 

American Protective League 
Perhaps the most sinister and the 
most powerful organization of law 
breakers in modern times wa:. the 
American Protective -League. This 
secret, unofficial organization of 
patrioteers had its birth in Amer- 
ica during the World War. Emerson 
Hough portrays how this mysterious 
power composed of more than a quar- 
ter of a million men entered homes 
ami offices without warrants, rifled 
mail*, broke up peaceful assemblies 
of Socialists, committed burglaries 
and other high crimes and mtsdemean 
ors. These admissions are not only 
made oiK-nly. but they are made 
gloatingly. Mr. Hough makes plain 
that "The Web" is the "authorized 
history of the A. P. L." And all of 
this was done in the name of patriot- 
ism, and of law and order. 

fn his chapter entitled "The Arts 
of the Oneratives," Mr. Hongh says, 
"The mails are supnosed to be sacred- 
The Post Master General has sworn 
they always shall be sacred. They 
:«re sacred. But let us call the A. 
P v I*, sometimes almost clairvoyant 



as to letters done by suspects. Some- 
times it clairvoyantly found the proofs 
it sought! A man's private correspon- 
dence is supposed to be safe in his 
office files or vault. You suppose 
yours was never seen? Was it? Per- 
haps. It certainly was if you were 
known as a loyal citizen — a true 
blooded American. But the League 
examined all the personal and business 
correspondence of thousands of men 
who never were the wiser. How could 

that be dene The operator takes 

from his pocket a curious little box- 
like instrument which he sets upon 
the table. He has a perfectly effec- 
tive camera.... Everything is re- 
placed exactly where it was found. ... 
The desk is opened, the vault if need 
be — it has been done a thousand times 
in every city of America. You thimV 
this imaginary, far-fetched, impos- 
sible. It is neither of the three. It 
is the truth."
